Republican Nominee Says the 
State Committee Will 
Force Honesty. 


DOUBTS POLICE POWER 











Has No Choice for Chairman, 
but Wants Many Sena- 
torial Candidates.

Attorney-Genera] Hadley made it 


known in a statement given out at the 
Southern Hotel Friday that he does not 
intend to allow such frauds as . were 
practiced in the recent primary to be 
again used in the general election to his 
disadvantage if he can prevent it. 
‘‘As far as I am personally concerned, 
I can accept defeat for Governor with 
complacency,’ said he, ‘‘but I do not 


intend to be deprived of the election if, 
by the exercise ef some care, I can 
show that a majority of the voters of 
Missourt have expressed confidence in 
me.’ 

Mr. Hadley . prefaced this announce- 
ment with the following comments: 

“The manifest frauds kere and in 
Kansas City emphasize the importance 
of honest elections and the importance 
of good citizens of both parties interest- 


tition of the conditions that obtained at 
the srimaries. 

. . Police Can't Prevent Fraud, 

‘‘However commendable the action of 
Gov. Folk and his Board of Police Com- 
missioners may be, I think it doubtful 
if the po'ice departmem .an be relied 
on-to do what it ought to do to prevent 
fraud at the November election. . 

“The primaries showed an absence of 
effort on the part of the police. If they 
are not stirred up between-now and 
election day, it will be part of the work 
of the Republican State Comumittee to 
take vigorous action to insure the de- 
sired result.”’ 

Mr. Hadley said he. will take no part 
in the prosecution of the persons charged 
with the recent primary frauds. 

“I will see Mr. Sager today and I am 
willing to do anything I can to assist 
him in an advisory capacity,’’ he said. 
‘IT consider Mr. Sager a thoroughly com- 
petent official, but ZI Have some ideas 
about procedure that I may talk over 
with him.”’

Chairman Dickey of the Republican 
State Committee, whom the Howe fol- 
lowers are trying to “‘‘roll’’ because of 
alleged friendliness to Col. Kerens’ sena-

She wants to wear a 
girl’s clothes and do a girl's work and 
leave the boy*world to the boys. 
Being a boy was all right as long as 
she was with men and bovs, 
liked freedom, but when «a girl passed 
by, togged out in the things that all 


girls like to wear, Alice looked at her 
shabby shirt and trousers and it made 
her feél bad. 

The girl was sorrow!ul ax she told, 
in a cell at the Deer Street Police Sta- 
tion, how a girl feels who has ban- 
ished herself from everything feminine. 

She will ‘“‘cut out” cigarettes and 
swearing, which she vcultivated when 
she became a boy. 

Mother Dead Tien Years. 


“My mother died when I was 7 years 
old,”’” she said. .‘‘My father put me 
out with strangers untif- four years ago 
and then I went to live with my grand- 
mother, Mrs. Elizabeth) Sweeney, at 78S 
Bayard avenue. She Was strict with 
me. 4 

“I ran away last fall and got a job 
and have supported myself since. My 
last place as a girl was with Mrs. E. 
Longley at 800 North King’s highway. 
I was tired of doing girls’ work and 
when I left there 1 decided to turn boy 
and see if I couldn't do better. 

“Ren Lewis, who lives on Delmar 
boulevard, got me a_ suit of ‘hoy’a 
clothes amd we went out near West 
ind Heights. He cut off my hair and 
I changed clothes and met him later 
at the Heights. 

“At first I roughed 
jobs I could and 
could. I learned how to smoke cigar- 
ettes and swear, to be more like a hoy, 
and nobody seemed to suspect me. One 
day the driver of a* wagon asked me 
for a smoke and we got acquainted and 
1 worked for him a few days. 

“Jack O’Brien” Popular. 


“When I saw a huckster wagon in the 
West End with no boy a’ong I hopped 
on and the man said, ‘What’s your 
name”? I told him it was Jack O’Brien. 
He asked me what I was doing and 1! 
said, nothing. He asked me if I wanted 
to work for him and I asked him how 
much. He said $ a week and room and 
board. I said dll right and went with 
him. 

‘“‘He treated me al! right and his wife 
was good to me and the children thought 
there was nobody like Jack. None of 
them knew I was a girl. 

“Thursday we were at Walton and 
Bell avenues and Policeman Byrnes 
came .along. He. recognized me and 
brought me here. I hope they won't be 
hard on me. I want to be a girl again 
and get.a girl’s job. I never intended 
to Keep on being a boy. I was only wait- 
ing to get enough money saved up to 
buy some nice clothes and be a girl 
again. 

‘“T haven't done any thing wrong ex- 
cept to smoke cigarettes and swear at 
the*horses. ~ thought I had to do that 
to make good as a boy. I never did any- 
thing very bad. I would rather die than 
steal. But I have had enough of it. All 
that I want now is a chance to “make 
my way as a girl. I have never had a 
fair show up to now.”’ 

Mrs. Sweeney is not disposed 
lenient with her granddaughter. 

Wants Her Prosecuted. 

“I hope she will be prosecuted to the 
full extent of the law for bringing this 
disgrace on me,”’ she said. “I tried to 
do what was right by her, but she 
wouldn't stay with me. The morning 
after the last Veiled Prophet parade I 
told her to get ready to help me do the 
washing. ‘Devil a bit of washing I am 
going to do,’ she said. 

“I told my son to go and call up her 
father and tell him to come and take 
her away. She didn’t say a word, but 
she went into the back yard and turned 
a bucket upside down against the fence 
and hopped over into the alley and I 
haven't seen her since.”’ 

Alice has been working six weeks for 
A. H. Baker of 2722. Thomas street. 
When he learned, after the arrest of 
‘Jack,"’ that he was a girl, he offered 
to give her a home, but the police are 
holding her until they make an investi-, 
gation.

NATURAL GAS 
ILL WILL GET 
BEFORE HOUSE 


The House of Delegates Committee on 
Public Improvements will take up the 
natural gas bill Friday night in advance 
of the meeting of the House. Five of 
the seven members of the committee 
have said that they favored reporting 
the bill out for passage. 

Chairman W. J. Brennen, Frank Sim- 
mons and Mathew Tobin are on record 
as in favor of reporting the bill, but 
have not said that they would vote for 
its passage. Frank Weeke and Joseph 
Schell, both members of the committee, 
say they want it reported and are 
pledged to support it in the House. 
Simmons says he is not sure of its 
legality. 

The measure has been in the hands of 
the committee since May 12. Qne public 
hearing was held in July. speaker 
appeared to oppose it, but. at Chairman 
Brennan’s request Clerk Tom Leonard 
of the House read a list of questions to 
the promoters. 

It developed that the questions Were 
prepared by the Laclede Gaslight Co. 

In the Council the bil] was amended 
radically to. meet the views of members 
of the Council, the Board of Public Im- 
prevements, the Supervisor of City 
Lighting and the City Counselor, so 
that when it went to the House it was 
considered practically perfect by the 
Council. 

Flat Rate of 35 Cen 

The bill provides a flat "lete of & 
cents for natural gas and a maximum 
of 6 cents for artificial gas in case the 
natural supply is exhausted. It pro- 
vides a 35-year franchise, not. exclusive. 
The company is to pay the city one ‘per 
cent of the gross receipts, and is to sup- 
ply municipal institutions with free 
light and heat. 

A bond of $250,000 must “a filed. within 
six months after the passage of the 
bill to insure compliance with its terms, 
The measure requires the company to 
pay 5 per cent interest on all deposits 

reatired from customers, and these de- 
posits are not to exceed an average 
tg S bill for service.

“Tt am glad to have the opportunity 
of giving my story. to the public just 
as it occurred, stripped of all those 
rumors and reports which naturally are 
circulated when something occurs 80 
terrible and myastertous as this shooting 
of Dr. Rustin,’ she said. 

“This is what happened on that night, 
so far as I have any knowledge: 

“I was awakened by A pistol shot. 
I waited for seme time and then some- 
thing impelled me to go downstairs and 
see what was the matter. I went down 
and, opening the door slightly, looked 
through the crack. I saw my husband, 
Dr. Rustin, sitting in a chair, and look- 
ing as though he was in trouble. 


Found Wounded Hazband. 


“Then I threw the door wide open and 
rushed out onto the porch and over to 
the chair in which he sat. ‘Oh, what is 
the matter, Fred? What has happenea 
to you?’ I exclaimed. 

**‘<A man has shot me,’ 
and then fainted. 


“My first thought was to get him to a 
couch or bed. I grabbed him in my 
arms and started dragging him towards 
the door. He is a large, heavy man, 
and it was all.I could do to carry him 
along. 

“But I managed to get him just within 
the doorway, and then my strength 
failed me, and I was obliged to lay him 
on the floor and to scream to my maid 
for assistance. When the maid reached 
me, she found Dr. Rustin lying on the 
floor just within the door. That 
accounts for the reports which have 
gone out that the doctor was within 
thé house when the fatal shot was fired. 

“Then we telephoned for physicians 
and for Mr. Rustin’s mother. Mr. Rus- 
tin was taken to the hospital and died 


he mumbled, 


Mrs. A. Rice. alias Leona Bunnell, 
the woman whose name has been con- 
nect with the death of Dr. Rustin, 
has n found by reporters. 

“T have not the faintest idea who shot 
Dr. Rustin, but I am almost positive it 
was a case of murder, not suicide,” she 
sald. have no reason for making 
this statement aside from the fact that 
the doctor always seemed the most 
cheerful of men, and I have never 
known him to carry a weapon. I met 
him both in the afternoon and evening 
before the morning he was killed, and 
he seemed to be in his usual good 
spirita. 

“I am sorry you have. fourid me, not 
on my own account, for notoriety can- 
not hurt me, but on account of Dr. 
Rustin’s wife and two little girls, whom 
I have seen in his office. 

“I first became acquainted with Dr. 
Rustin early last winter, when he per- 
formed an operation on me at his office, 
I have called on him at his office fre- 
quently during my residence in Omaha, 
but always as a patient would call on 
her physician. I considere’ the doctor 
my friend, but our relations were never

CASTRO STANDS PAT. 

Persistent reports of a revolution in Venezuela, 
to be “pulled off” as soon as the Dutch Govern- 
ment accumulates nerve enough to fire a shot, in- 
dicate something more than mere brag. 

It appears that the center of the revolutionary 
movement is not in Venezuela, but in New York, 
and perhaps in Washington. That is, the noble 
struggle is to be framed upon the Panama model. 
Money will be furnished by American “intcrests,” 
the Dutch being allowed to contribute if they de- 
sire to pool their issues with the Asphalt Trust. 

The weak spot in the.scheme is the reluctance 
of the Dutch Government to seek redress for 
the affront complained of. The Minister from 
The Hague confesses that Castro finds an incon- 


venient precedent in the De Lolme cas. It will. 
be remembered that Mr. De Lolme, Spanish Min- 
ister to Washington, expressei the opinion, on 


paper, that President McKinley was a politicas- 
tro (cheap politician), and the letter was pub-

Friday’s session in local Wheat was 
devoid of especial featur, prices fluc- 
tuating aimlessly within a small range 
of the previous day’s closing quotations.
